.Zte i£ enactedby the Legislature of tfie Stateof Minnesota:

SECTION' 1. That thc board of county oominissioners
of tho county of Rice, tire hereby authorized and requir-
ed to meet on the first Tuesday in June, 18G4, or at
some other time prior to the tenth d:iy of Septem-
ber, 1864=, to audit, adjust and fix the claims of John
Sanborn, Freeman Boss and Thomas Bollcs against the
school district now known aiid designated as, or Suc-
ceeded by school district number ten, of Rice county!
upon such terms as shall seem to said board just, equi-
table and right, taking into account all the circum-
stances and facts relating thereto.

SEC. 2. A copy of this act, together with a notice
of the time of the meeting of said board, for the pur-
poses aforesaid, signed by the county auditor, shall be
left with the clerk of school district number ten, afore-
said, at least ten days prior to such meeting.

SEC. 3. The amount of each claim,'as audited, ad-
justed and fixed by said board, shall be entered upon

x,.* thc r0(.01^[s Of the board by the county auditor, and it
shall be thc duty of said board to vote a tax upon the
taxable property of. said district for the whole amount
of said claims, as audited, adjusted and fixed as afore-
said, said taxes to be levied in time for extension upon
the tax duplicate of 1864.

SEC. 4. Said tax shall be levied and collected as
collected othcr taxes are levied mid cdllccted by Inw.

SEC. 5. From tune to time, as the same shall bo
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collected, the county treasurer shall pay to said John
Simborn, Freeman Boss, and Thomas Bolles, their rep-
rcscntativcs or assigns, rateably, in proportion to the
amount of their claims, as fixed as aforesaid, the pro-
ceeds of the tax aforesaid, upon a statement from the
county auditor, showing the amount to he paid to
either of said persons respectively.

SEC. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
